Italy's Exam pie. 


The war has inspired thrift in all the 
belligerent nations, but nowhere more 
than in Italy, according to the Turin 
correspondent of the London Econo­ 
mist, who lurnished a table showing 
the expansion in savings in the Sav­ 
ing Post Bank for the war period. On 
June 30. 1914, the total of savings ac­ 
counts was $409,408,220. 
On June 30,
